Relates Story of Battle of 
Menard Back in the 
Sixties. 


MENARD, Okla.—One of the old­ 
est places in this section is that 
known 
to 
many 
citizens 
as 
the 
“Greene place." A pioneer of the 
name Greene lived here long ago 
and travelers along the road lead­ 
ing from 
Fort Gibson 
to Tahle­ 
quah, 20 miles away, often gazed 
with admiral ion upon the old fash­ 
ioned house with big stone chim­ 
ney in the midst of a yard shaded 
by elm and walnut trees. From a 
little stream which flows a short 
distance 
west 
of 
the 
house 
the 
distance to Fort Gibson • is eight 
miles. 
In iront of the place to the 
north, 
is an extensive 
woodland, 
though 
the 
trees 
are 
somewhat 
scattered. 
It was in this wooded 
tract that there occurred the trou­ 
blous days of 1861 
a 
skirmish, 
which has sometimes been referred 
to as a "battle." It was a fierce 
contest witile it lasted, which was 
but a short time, but among the 
killed was one of the most noted 
men of the old Cherokee nation. 
The skirmish, or “battle of Men­ 
ard," resulted unexpectedly. A band 
of 
Confederate 
Cherokees 
were 
making their way along the road 
when they came face to face with 
a band of union Cherokees. Neither 
party thought of retreating at the 
time and fighting began forthwith. 
The reports of firearms resounded 
in the woodland and the horseman 
galloped rapidly through the open 
spaces, but after some minutes the 
Confederates began to retreat and 
it was 
seen 
that 
several 
horses 
were riderless. Some of the men on 
the ground w’ere struggling, while 
others lay still. 
Investigation proved that among 
the slain of the Confederates w'as 
Lieut. Col. Thomas Fox Taylor, a 
brother of a former assistant chief 
of the nation and for many Shears a 
man of prominence. 
Early in the 
war when many Cherokees joined 
the confederacy Taylor had been 
made an officer and on the day of 
his death 
had 
ridden 
out from 
headquarters with a number of his 
men, probably on a reconnoitering 
expedition. 
Born in the old Indian 
nation east of the Mississippi, Tay­ 
lor had been educated in Nashville, 
Tenn., and was one of the noted 
lawyers of the early days. 
It has 
been said that this officer met his 
death at the hands of a “Pin" In­ 
dian, or an adherent of the union, 
which w'as probably correct, as the 
federal Indians numbered 
among 
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dared it was impossible to voteh
